It 
sees only yesterday that Mrs Stowe 
sent Sojourner Truth down High 
street to our Andover home, and we 
listened to learn the majesty of African 
womanhood. 

The short dark years hurried us on 
to Butler’s “contrabands” and our own 
pet refugee, the lad Allan, now a staid 
man of family. . Andover took up her 
little patch of work, cut out to tit God's 
plans, still in) progress and she is stil] 
going ahead. We have lived to see a 
place for the brown faced man to live, 
and work in plenty for the present de- 
velopment of new powers, while it does 
not interfere with any plan or comfort 
of his white neighbor, They have 
come to us from a country whose his- 
tory is still buried too deep for them to 
recover, and they must adopt our past 
and its ideals, and to homes like 
Madam Hinton’s, and the influence of 
mothers like Our neighbors Brown and 
Wilson, we look now for a new quota 
of clean, upright citizens. For these 
new readers, I have drawn from a 
great mass of gleaning, the bits about 
the first of their race to come to us 
from the head waters of the great 
Congo basin, now costing our neighbor 
such a price to control. Miss Bailey 
has in pp. 39 to 44, given us the best 
of the material to be found, but I have 
many details she had no time to gather 
up. 

It was an Andover family that con- 
nects with the first terrible execution 
in New England of burning alive. *Sa- 
rah Chandler, sister of those who came 
up to Andover, first of the children 
born in Roxbury, after she was left a 
widow by the death of Wm. Cleaves 
in 1676, at the Sudbury Massacre, kept 
a public house, and was censured by 
her church because she entertained 
children and servants of her neighbors 
at unsuitable hours. A negro servant 
girl was wrought up by discontent, en- 
couraged by sympathy of Sarah, to set 
fire to the houses of Mr. Lamb her 
master and a Swan, and one girl was 
burned alive and all barely escaped, 
So she suffered in) Sept. 1681 the fear- 
ful penalty. Our first servant Jack, of 
Mr. Bradstreet’s house, who died in 
1683, probably planted the first apple 
tree on record as an individual effort, 
and it is willed by Capt. James Frye to 
his servant young Peter in 1734, with 4 
acres of land to improve for life, at the 
death of Mad. Frye (1741.) © We hear 
no more of Peter, but I hope the A. V. 
I. S. will begin a list of famous trees 
and place Jack's first. (The second on 
record was Jonathan Frye’s elm 
planted 1725, as he left for Pigwacket. 
As the site of this famous elm has been 
reserved by special deed, why not put 
another Frye eli up there?)

So 
Cuff Blanchard, worth 66£ was trans- 
ferred to John Lovejoy, and the only 


daughter = Hannah Lovejoy — mar- 
ried 4George Abbott, Colonel in 1776, 
when he died. Cuff Blanchard) mar- 
ried after his military service under 
Capt. George, a wife Elizabeth and 
they join South church by covenant, 
1764.

Capt. Joshua Lovejoy who dived on 


High street where Wim. Brown resides, 
owned Peter and wife Lydia near time 
of Revolution, who have 2. children 
recorded after 1780 named Lydia and 
Esther, but as there was a Peter Love- 
joy in the master’s family who lived to 
be old, [cannot tell which Peter is on 
record, Some one may recall these 
servants. 

Many were cut off from home life 
till the horse and rider retired from 
war service, some were transferred 
often, and the name changed and chil- 
dren sold. We had) probably many 
cases like Mingo of Beverly whose 
home came to late. Robert Mingo, for 
whom Mingoes Beach is named, was 
owned by a Woodbury who promised 
that when the tide left the path bare 
between Becky's Hedge and the Shore, 
he should go free.

The Death Penalty. 


BOSTON, March 13—The common- 
wealth of Massachusetts is mot yet 
ready to give up capital punishment. 
The verdict in favor of the retenticn of 
the present system was given in the 
state Senate yesterday afternoon, After 
a heated debate and an exhaustive dis- 
cussion of the €ubject, Senator How- 
land’s bill to.abolish capital punish- 
ment was rejected. 17 to 10. There 
were six pairs. The recorded vote of 
the state Senate therefore showed 16 in 
favor of the bill and 23 against it. 

The debate that led to this vote was 
perhaps the met interesting of the 
present legislative session. 

The Senate, on rolleall, refused to or- 
der the bill to a third reading. Ques- 
tion being on giving it another reading 
the vote stood as follows: 

Yeas—Day, Dowd, Howland, Hunt- 
ress, Jones, Lawrence, Manning, Shaw, 
Sprague Sullivan—10. 

Nays—Attwill, Blodgett, Butler, Cur- 
rier, Fales, Gardmer, Harrington, Lus- 
combe, Marsh, Morrison, Nutt, Parry, 
va Seaver, Tolman Williams, Wood 

Paired, yeas, Chamberlain, Mahoney, 
Corser, Codiman, Sparks, Clancy; nays, 
Clemence, Morse, Porter, Holt,. Fletch; 
er, Fitzgerald 

Directly after the vote the Senafe ad- 
journed for the day. 

Outside the discussion of the How- 
land bill the feature of the Senate ses- 


sion was the admission of the bill in- 


troduced bv Senator Currier of Eseex 
to take the place of the Luce order. 
This concerns legislation governing 
quasi public corpirations. The Currier 
bill calls for the appointment of a spe- 
cial committee by the governor. The 
Luce order called for a legislative com- 
mittee. 

The introduction cf Currier’s bill is 
construed by many to have a deeper 
significance than would appear on the 
surface. It is known that the upper 
branch felt slighted when the House 
committee on rules considered in sep- 
arate session the various gas orcers. 
Rumor has jt that the Senate commit- 
tee on rules wasS somewhat piqued. 
Nearly two weeks ago the Luce order 
came ‘to the Senate rules committee. It 
is now up to the House, as the saying 
goes, for the Currier bill must run the 
gauntlet of the House rules committee 
and then gain admission to the lower 
branch. . 

In the Senate yesterday afternoon the 
bill was admitted without debate and 
immediately referred to the joint ju- 
diciary.

Street Railway Issue Must Be Met. 


Tomorrow night the selectmen are 
to have the question presented to them 
clearly, and in terms to require ‘an 
answer, as to what shall be done for a 
proper Andover terminus for the And- 
over and Reading street railway. 

Every method apparently ex- 
whereby a common use of 
tracks may be secured for both rail 
ways Interested, and the issue seems to 
be squarely placed, between another 
track down Main street and a new 
track down School street. This is the 
issue, assuming that there is practically 
ho question as to the desirability and 
importance of the Reading line exten- 
sion, and so far as we can learn there 
is very little difference of opinion upon 
that point. 

We sincerely hope that the decision 
of the selectmen may not result in set- 
ting one of the two streets interested 
against the other. It does not seem to 
be in any proper sense a case of one 
section of the town against the other. 
Come to that, there is probably not a 
citizen on either street who desires 
even one track for street car travel to 
run by his door.’ These public con- 
veniences for the great masses of people 
are always very great nuisances for a 
few. But the broad view of this pres 
ent case is, to answer the question of 
how the public at large is to be best 
served in bringing the Reading cars to 
the square, and then making a connec: 
tion with the line to North Andover 
and Haverhill. Certainly the one 
answer is that which is contained in 
the granting of the petition which is’to 
be considered tomorrow night. 

The direct line is down Main street, 
and no roundabout run would either 
serve the public as well, or save any- 
thing to the town at large. To do this 
will require a second track, denied by 
no one, but made necessary by the 
present laws, which have virtually 
given to the I, L. & HL. road their 
present hold upon the part of the high- 
way which they now occupy. 

An arguinent that the street is mar- 
row would not seem to be suflicient 
reason for refusing the petition, in the 
light of the very many possible im- 
provements in street railway building 
by which every inch of the road may 
be used. And the selectmen should 
not hesitate to insist upon restrictions 
and conditions which should give this 
street to the town after the two tracks 
are laid, in a condition for travel 
that would change one of the town’s 
worst pieces of highway-.into one of the 
best streets within our borders. — Im- 
proved rails, brick paving, and new 
macadam, would make a new highway 
of this road, and two tracks under such 
conditions would be much less of a 
nuisance than one is now. 

The selectmen will be much aided in 
their final settlement of this long time 
troublesome question, by a large at- 
tendance of citizens at tomorrow's 
hearing. , It is’a question of great im- 
portance’té our community and every 
citizen should eudeavor to be present 
and aid in its solution.

Good quartet playing has and always 
will be the delight of musical people, 
and the reason is not difficult to find. 
Quartet writing calls for the noblest 
and-purest work of the composer. ‘The 
artists should be of the first rank and as 
nearly equal as possible, for each has an 
opportunity to distinguish himself. 
Ever since the time of Hayden who 1s 
called the father of the quartet, in- 
terest in them has been steadily grow- 
ing. 

The three greatest writers in’ this 
field are Hayden, who wrote nearly one 
hundred, Mozart, who left twenty-six, 
and Beethoven, sixteen. Five of these, 
three of which were dedicated to Prince 
Rosoumowsky, a Russian nobleman, have 
been the wonder and admiration of the 
world. . 

As will be observed, the Hotfmann pro- 
gramme opens with Beethoven's Quar 
tet in G major, No. 1, op. 18. It) was 
written when he was a young man, who 
looked forward to a life of enjoyment as 
well as honor Zandis lighter and brighter 
than his later ones. Butit is permeated 
with the spirit of Beethoven, and was 
played exquisitely. 


The last number was) Schumann's 
quartet in A minor, op, 41, one of 
three dedicated to Mendelssohn. — His 


genius dominates every line; lofty mel- 
odies vie with splendid counterpoint ; 
and the whole work is distinguished by 
beauty of coloring, originality, and 
splendid vigor. It was played by the ar 


tists ina most admirable manner. The 
ensemble work throughout the entire 


concert Was most satisfactory, while the 
solos by Mr. Hoffmann and Mr. Barth 
gave great pleasure to a very enthusi- 
astic audience. 

Max Heinrich and Miss Julia Heinrich

Chestnut, Near the Ando- 
ver Press building a part of the retain- 
ing wall gave way, damming the water 
which was hurled around the turns of 
the brook’s contines with terrible force 


Choked and frozen culverts made 
miniature ponds and rapidly moving 


streams at different portions of Main 
street and many people went alout in 
their rubber boots. By the latter part 
of the afternoon when the rain had set- 
tled down toadrizzle the water dwin- 
dled away rapidly.» At the Abbott Vil- 
lage hall, a stream of water undermined 
the earth around the front steps anda 
large portion of dirt caved in. 

On North Main street the water ran 
down the electric car tracks and the 
street, cutting deep gullies in the latter 
and washing quantities of sand upon 
the Lowell, Lawrence & Haverhill elec- 
tric railroad tracks at Marland Village 
so that they were covered in several 
places, inches deep. ‘The cars had great 
difticulty in keeping on the rails and 
some did not succeed in doing so. From 
shortly after 10 o’clock a. m., until 12.20, 
no cars came to the Square, After that 
they ran, but not with any great degree 
of regularity. At noon, a car left the 
“irons” at the Tyer Rubber shop, causing 
still another delay. 

It was found necessary to have an 
electric snow plow and wrecking car 
come over. The plow scraped the sand 
off the rails but got off itself in doing so, 
necessitating assistance from the wreck- 
ing car. Many people were forced to 
walk part of the way from Lawrence on 
account of the obstruction to travel. 

The freshet would not have caused so 
much damage hadit not been for the the 
large amount of frost in the ground, 
which prevented the water from soaking 
away. It was thus enabled to do its 
worst on the surface.

Class Work. 


After the serious fire at the Andover 
Steam Laundry Jast fall, a great deal of 
difficulty was experienced by the pro- 
prietor,, W. H. Gibson, in getting the 
laundry work out in a ~ manner—-satis- 
factory to himself and his customers be- 
cause the fire created certain conditions 
which were hard to overcome, But they 
have all been made to disappear by the 
judicious use of a considerable amount 
of money and by ingenuity. How well 

everything is arranged for turning out 
high class work expeditiously may be 
learned by observation if one cares to 
1 visit the laundry back of the post oftice. 

In the engine room much has been 
altered and the Olds 12-horse power gaso- 
line engine runs with hardly a tremay on 
its base of concrete and brick. With 
the roof raised and a covering of zinc 
and asbestos above the boiler all danger 
of tire from over heating is done away 
with, and the wooden floor has been 
removed and replaced by concrete. — All 
the water tanks are covered so that not 
a speck of dirt can get in. . 

In the wash room is where the changes 
have occurred 
do than anything else.in assuring a satis- 
factory condition of things. Every iron 
pipe has been removed and brass pipes 
substituted thus precluding any rust 
from gétting into the water to stain the 
clothes, the plumbing having been done 
by E.C. Pike and W. H. Welch & Co. 
Here are the big washing machines; the 
extractor, Which turns at the rate of 
about 1800 times a minute, making the 
water fly from the clothes, through the 
tiny holes in the interior walls; and the 
kicke: for starching collars and cuffs. 
Two new and very convenient starching 
tables there are, also, fastened up out of 
the way when not wanted. Covered 
with zine, they may be kept very clean. 

Entering the main room from the 
wash room, the drying racks run into 
the wall on the right. A new patented 
device is a feature here. Formerly the 
collars and cuffs had to be removed from 
the hooks on which they were hung by 
hand but now they fall off of their own 
accord into a basket waiting to receive 
them asthe racks are pulled out. This 
does away with the broken button holes, 
the bane of man and woman. Right 
here it might be said that from office to 
ottice and ready for delivery, a collar has 
to be handled 17 times, for which the 
sum total of two cents is charged.

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE, 


William M. Gordon Saved from Death at

Water Main Broken. 


A serious break in the water main on 
Chestnut street beneath Roger’s brook 
was located by Superintendent Smith of 
the Board of Public Works department 
yesterday noon about 12.45 o'clock. 
The break was due to the unusual depth 
of frost this year which caused the brook 
to choke up and the water to undermine 
a portion of the retaining walls of the 
Chestnut street culvert, part of which 
fell in.

Senator Currier’s Bill. 


The full text of the important bill in- 
troduced by senator Currier to revise 
the laws relating to corporations oper- 
ating under puovlic franchises is as fol- 
lows: 

“Ordered, that the governor, with 
the advice and consent of the coun- 
cil, shall, within thirty days after 
the passage of this act, appoint 
three or five suitable persons, one of 
whom he shajl designate as chair- 
man, to revise the general laws of 
the commonwealth pertaining to 
public service corporations’ and as- 
sociations engaged in any business 
commonly done by public. service 
corporations and to consider the ex- 
pediency of such legislation in 
amendment thereof ant in addition 
thereto as will better protect the in- 
terests of the public, as affected by 
public service corporations and as- 
sociations. 

“The said committee shall have 

the power to summon and compel 
the attendance of witnesses and 
may establish rules and regulations 
for the conduct of its business, and 
shall be provided with suitable 
quarters by the sergeant-&t-arms at 
the state house or elsewhere, It may 
employ experts and all necessary 
clerical and other assistance, and 
may incur such reasonable expenses 
as may -be authorized by the gover- 
nor and council. Before incurring 
any expense it shall ‘from time: to 
time make an estimate of the prob- 
able amount of the expense to be 
incurred and shall submit such es- 
timate to the governor and council 
for their approval; and no expense 
shall be incurred by the committee 
beyond the amount so e-timated and 
approved. The members ghall re- 
ceive such compensation as the gov- 
ernor and council may determine. 

“Said committee shal report in 
print to the general court, on or 
before the second Wednes’ay in 
January in the year 1902. If said 
committee recommends any legisla- 
tion it shall accompany its reports 
with drafts of such bills as are 
necessary to carry such recommen- 
dations into effect. The powers of 
said committee shall terminate on 
the second Wednesday in January, 
1902,

Amer- 
ica, Mankind, in the midst of all the 
‘activity and noise of modern life ne:ds 
a new school of prophets whose primer 
lesson shall be ‘We are the sons of 
cod.” Mr. Foss clesei with his poem 
“Large Eternal Fellows.” 

“Greater men than yet have been 

Shall yet redeem the race. 

There are large eternal fellows yet 

to be.”
